My Lorp,—I have the honor to forward, for your information 
and guidance, copies of a Royal Warrant authorizing the formation 
of Staff Corps for each of the three Presidencies in India. You will 
cause the institution of these Corps to be notified in such ymanner 
as may seam to you best calculated to make the psovisions contained 
in the Warrant gouerally known, and to afford to such Officers as” 
may wish to join the new Corps the opportunity of doing go. 

2. I proceed at the same timo, to cofmunicate to your Lord- 
ship the general views of Her Majesty’s Government as to the mea- 
sures to he adopted in reference to the Officers of Her Majesty's 
Tndfan Army, * 
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3. In the execution of those measures the pledge that quo re- 
gard shall be paid to the rights and claims of 
the Officers of Hor Majesty's Indian Forces 
will be scrupulously adhered. to. ; 
4. The events of the late Mutiny have impressed upon ILer 
General Order, paragraphs Majesty's Government the absolute necessity 
+61, 64, of a large reduction of the Natuve Anny, and, 
with a view to that economy which is imperatively called for by 
the state of Indian finances, it appears to them that the mumber of 
Officers hitherto attached to the Native Regiments organised on what 
ig called the regular system may be constderally reduced. Your Lord- 
ship has recommended that six European Officers should be employed 
with those Regiments which are formed on the irregular system, and 
your Lordship has already received the sanction of Her Majesty's 
Government to this arrangement.* Iam of opinion that a very 
considerable saving will thus be effected, as nearly one-half the 
charge of a regular Regiment consis of the Pay and allowances of 
its Officers. Iam inclined to believé also that the efficiency of the 
Regiments will in no respect suffer, whilst an opportunity will be 
given of raising the character and position of the Native Officers, 
and probably of affoiding an opening for the employment of Natives 
of higher position, which I consider to be an object of considerable 
impovytance. 
5. The Irregular Native Regiments, both of Infantry and

is also a-large number of appointments of different kinds, Political, 
Civil, &e., held by Officors, and comjiehended under the genoral 
name of Staff employment. For both these descriptions of 
employment Officers, thongh borne on the strength of their 
Regiments, have boen taken, Indeed the number of Olficers borne 
on the strength of Regiments lias been incroased beyond that 
required for Regimental duly expressly in order to allow of their 
being so taken away. In addition io this, application was some 
years ago made by the Government in India to the Tome Govern- 
ment, that Officers'in the Regiments of the Line stationed in India 
might he similarly employed, and arrangements were made as to the 
number and ratk of the Officers of such Regiments, in order to 
allow of this being done.

2. With reference to the first question I observe that, in the 
6th Clause of your General Order No. 332 of the 10th April, and 
in the 18th Clauso of the General Ordor of the Governor General

Thave carefully considered in Council the proposal contained 
in that’Report for inducing a large number of the Senior Officers of 
Iter Majesty’s Indian Forces to retire from the Service by the offer 
of enhanced Pensions, together with the Minntes thercon recorded 
by the Members of your Government, including that subsequently 
recolved from His Excellency the Commandor-in-Chief ; and I have 
now to inform you of the conelfisions which Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment have arrived at on tho perusal of these important papers. 


6. In calculating the number of Officers likely to become Su- 
pernumerary under the new arrangements, the Commission have as- 
sumed that the complement of Officers with Native Regiments in all 
the Presidencies will be at once reduced to six; but this assumption, 
as observed in your Despatch, is erroneous, The ultimate adoption 
of what has hitherto been called the irregular system in the Native 
Armies of the three Presidencies has, indeed, been determined upon ; 
but, the introduction of this change in the few Regiments of the 
Bengal Army, which have retaimed their old organization, and in 
the Armies of Madras and Bombay, was intended to be gradual. 

«The views expressed on this subject in the 41st paragraph of your 
Despatch, No. 65 of the 4th May, are entirely in accordance with 
the intentions of Eler Majesty’s Government 


7, Under these circumstances there could be no advantage in 
making so large a reduction of the number of Officers in the, Mad- 
ras and Bombay Presidencies ; and even in Bengal tha retention of 
a moderate number of Officers in excess of that exactly calculated 
for the present wants of the Service will be a measure of prudence 
and public convenience, It will afford time to test by experience 
the estimate of the {ntwre requirements of the Servico, and will 
-fornish for some time,'after the first {formation of the Staff Corps, 
a valuablo reserve, from which to draw Officors of some Indidn ex~

being made. On another casualty occurring among tho Regimental 
Colonels, should the name then*at the head of the list of Lieutenant- 
Colonels be that of an Officer who has not retired under the opera- 
tion of the present scheme, he will succeed as usual to the rank and 
allowances of Colonel, and promotions will be made in succession.t

19. I further propose that promotion in succession to the Lieu- 

tenant-Colonels, who retire under this order, shall be made in the 

proportion of one to two of such retiroments, these promotions 

being made on the principle illustrated in paragraphs 59 and 60 of 
your General Order of the 10th April, 1861. 


20. By this course you will observe that very great promotion 
will be at once given to the Captains and to tho junior Officers of 
the Army; that thg establishmont of Lieutonant-Colonels will be 
immediately reduced toa certain extent; and that of Colonel in 
receipts of Coloncl’s allowance, gradually brought down to a 
strength (to be hereafter defined) proportionate to the number of 
Commissioned Officers remaining on the General List. 


21. Tho future strength of the ostablishffent of Colonels in 
receipt of Colonel’s allowance will depend on the result of the 
several measures, now in progress, connected with the re-oiganiza- 
tion of the Indian Army. When those results are filly known, I 
shall be in a position to communicate to you my intentions upon 
this point, 


22, Should the numbers of Field Officers, who make application 
to retire upon these terms fall short of 800 (in the three Presiden- 
cies); you are authorized to offer annuities of £120 per annum to 
somany of the Regimental Captains of the threa Ammies as way 
suffice to make up that number, making thé offer to,them in succes+ 
sion, according to length of service, rockoned . from data‘ of first 
Commission, and confining the offer to men of or above twenty-five

28, I have considered and adopted the resolution now made 
known to you, under the impression that it is most desirable to put 
an end to the suspense under whichsOfficers have been suffering, 
and in order that they may know their exact position and prospects, 
and inay be enabled to make their election without further delay. 


24, Itis my wish that the option of retiring upon these terms 
may be given to all Regimental Lieutenant-Colonels and Majors of 
Cavalry and Infantry on the Effective List of the three Presidencies, 
including such as may have already elected for the new Line Regi- 
ments or the Staff Corps. 


25. Notification of this measure will be published in the London 
Gazette for the iniormation of Officers in this country, who will be 
informed that their applications to Be permitted to retire on addi-~ 
tional Pension under the above scherfle must be addiessed to the 
Secretary 1o Government in the Military Department of their res- 
pestive Presidencies, and it will be intimated that itis a final ar- 
rangement, aud that no further proposals connected with schemes for 
the retirement of Indian Officers will be entertained. 


26. I desire that you will givea similar intimation in promul- 
gating the scheme to the Officers of the Indian Army. 


27. It will be observed that, in accordance with the proposal of 
the Amalgamation Commission, I have not contemplated extending 
thé option of retirement with enhanced Pension to Field Officers of 
Artillery’and Engineera.* These Rogiments stand on a very different 
footing front the rest 6£ the Army with regard to the recent changes. 
Their organization is modified, not broken up, and the modifications 
are, on the whole, very favorable to the,Officers. Nor am I pre- 
pared to admit any claim of the nature referred to in the 55th para- 
graph of the Conimission’s Report, on account of compensation for 
the presumed extixwtion of their retiring funds. Those funds, 
though permitted, have never been officially recognized by the Jate 
Court of Directors, nor by Her Majesty's Government. ‘The 
Officers joining them have already received some value for their 
subscriptions, in the shape of accelerated Rogimental promotion, 
and in a more early succession to Commands and Staff appointments. 
The routine of promotion being maintained without disturbance in 
the Iudian Ordnance Corps, there is no reason why their retiring 
funds should now be abruptly closed, should the Officers wish to 
continue them; but, admitting that some loss may eventually fall on 
indiVidual Officers on this account, it is not of a nature to form a 
properistibject for compensation,

16. With roference to the subject (adverted to in paragyaph 28) 
of the declaration to be made by the Soldiers volunteering for gene~ 
ral service, an Act has lately bggn passed by the Legislature render~ 
ing lawful the enlistment of persons transferred from the Indian to 
the General Forces of Her Majesty. A copy of this Act is forwarded 
for your information; 24 and 25 Vic., Cap. 74. 


21. It must be borne in mind that the object of assimilating the 
organization of the Indian Ordnance Corps with those of the British 
Service was to facilitate the ultimate consolidation of the whole into 
one Regiment of Royal Artillery, and one of Royal Engineors. It 
was nat supposed that a large increase to the number of Field Off- 
cers of Artillery and Engineers was required by the exigencies of 
the Service ; but unless the number of Officers of the several grades 
in each Brigade had corresponded with the organization of the Brit- 
ish Corps, the promotion of a Royal Artillery or Engineer Officer 
for every vacancy in the Indian Regiments would nut have given 
the requisite proportions in the ultimately consolidated Corps. 
But there is no reason for carrying the assimilation further than is. 
necessary for this object. The effect of making promotions in place 
of Supernumerary Colonels-Commandant would be to burthen tho 
Government with the expense of maintaining a Jarge number of 
Officers, in superior and highly paid grades, for whom there is no 
suilable employment, and to cause a needless amount of supercession 
in the other bianches of the Service. 


22, In paragraph 28 of the Despatch you request some dofinite 
instructions in regard to the Officers‘of the Indian Artillory Repi- 
ments to whom Commissions in the Royal Artillery ‘will be given, In 
my Despatch No, 29,* paragraphs 7 and 11, tivo classes of Officors were. 
named to réceive Conimissions in the Royal Artillery, viz., the Ofli- 
cers who may volunteer for general service ont of India, and those, 
even if not volunteers for general service, who may be appointed to do 
duty with Batteries manned by Gunners who eher have orginally 
onlisted for Royal Artillery, or have volunicercd for that Regiment 
from the Local Service. These instructions wore given, necessari ly 
in ignorance of the proportions of men that would volunteer for 
general sérvice, and of those who would remain under their prosent 
conditions, and it was desirable to provide Officers for both; but,

25, In the 71st paragraph of the Despatch you propose that, in 
accordance with the recommendation of the Commission, and with 
the practice in the Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers, the Off- 
cers of the Indian Brigades of Artillery and Engineersin miscellane- 
ous Staff employ shall be “ seconded.” It does not seom desirable 
for the present at least, to adopt that course. The assimilation of 
the Indian with the British Ordnance Corps is indispensable, so far 
as it is necessary to their ultimate consolidation: but there may be 
points, nob required for that purpose, in which the principle of 
assimilation could only be carried dit at a sacrifice of the public 
interests. I would further observe tlat the practice of “ seconding,” 
which obtains in the British Regiments, is connected with their in- 
ternal economy rather than with their organization, and at is the 
less necessary in the Indian Brigades of Artillery, because it is not

26, have referred to the Seoretary of State for War regarding

39. In thet same (55th) paragraph of your Despatch, you ex- 
press an opinion that the boon of twenty months’ leave on Sick 
Certificate, with retention of appointment granted to Officers of the 
Staff Corps, may be extended to all Officers of the other branches of 
the Service. I have much pleasure in acceding 10 this recommenda- 
tion, and I atithorize you to give it effect immediately in the three 
Presidencies. have no objection to extending this boon to Officers 
now on Furlough in all cases in which you may think it desirable to 
recommend it: .

48. In regard to the questiqn raised in the 69th paragraph of 
the Despatch, though Iam disposed to conourin the opinion ex~ 
pressed by your Government that it would not be advisable, at the 
present time, to urge the Officers of Artillery to elect at once 
between local and general, service, yet it is desirable that all Officets

enlisted for Royal Artillery. ° . 


44.* With reference to the question raised in paragraph 67, 
whether Officers of the Line entering the Staff Corps are to receive 
the value of their Commissions, I have communicated with the 
Secretary of State for War, andI am informed that His Royal 
Ighness the General Commanding-in-Chief is of opinion that Officers 
of the Line are not to receive the value of their Commissions on 
entering the Staff Corps. They transfer their services by their own 
choice, and must consider for themselves the gain or loss of the 
proceeding, 

49. The point referred to in"paragraph 60 of your Despatch is 
one of the greatest importance*to the Officers whose interests may 
be effected by it; and I desixo, therefore, to draw your particular 
attention to the subject, and to make known to you the construction 
which I have put upon paragraph 103 of the Genoral Order of 10th 
April 1861, in replying to inquiries from Officers in England. 


50. The paragraph states that “all promotions in the Staff Corps, 
in the case of Officers, who may join the Staff Corps, within six 
months of the publication of the Royal Warrant, will take effect 
from the 18th February, 1861, the date of the receipt of the War- 
rant in India;” and in your Despatch under acknowledgment, 
paragraph 60, you observed, “the announcement contained in the 
108rd paragraph of the Goneral Order roferved fo a point of detail 
adjusted in conformity with the customs and usages of the service ;" 
and you addod that, ag Officers “are to be allowed six months 
within which to make up their minds on the subject of most im- 
portant changes now instituted for the first time, itis but just to all 
Officers that theix Regimental position in the first establishment of 
the Staff Corps, and not subsequent accidentalalterations of rank, 
should settle their place on entering that Corps.” 


51. I understand by this that all Officers joining the Staff Corps, 
within jhe six months referred to, will be considered as having 
joined on the 18th February, 1861, in the rank which they held in 
their Regiments on that dato, whether such rank be known at the 
time or be due to previous casualties and, subsequent ve-adjustiment. 
The rank hero referred to is irrespective of that to which they may 
claim promotion under Clauses 1,2 and 3 of the Staff Corps 
Warrant. : 


52. Thus, should an Officer, being a Lieutenant, olect to join 
the Staff Corps during the: six months, he will be considored as 
having been a Lieutenant at the time of joining, although he should 
not have expresed his intention till the month of June, and might

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have been in the month of March promoted to Captainin pis own 
Regiment. On the othor hand an Officer, joining the Staif Corps, 
being a Lieutenant, who should find himself, by a casualty not then 
known, virtually a Captuin, from a, date prior to the 18th February, 
1861, will be considered ag having been a Captain at the time of 
joining, and his subsequent promotion in the Staff Corps will be 
regulated accordingly. : 

53. It is quite clear, with respect to Oflicers who may be posted 
to the new Line Regiments, that no change can be made in their 
position subsequently to the formation of those Regiments, such 
position being determined with reference to the rank they actually 
aee in thoiy Regiments ona given day, viz., the 18th February, 
186th, 


54. The difficulties attending such re-adjustment of rank in 
their case, affecting, as it would, the whole body of Officers, would 
be so great,as to be fairly pronounced insuperable. No such 
serious difficulties, however, would attend the same system of 
ve-adjustment in the case of Officers of the Staff Corps. 


You will ba guided by this principle, not only on the first forma- 
tion of the Corps, but in all subsequent appointments to it.

‘Winrras by a General Order of His Tixcellency the Governor 
General of Zndiain Council, dated at Fort JWildiam, of the Tenth 
Day of April Ono thonsand eight hundred and sixty-one, certain 
Conditions were presoribed and Offers made to the Buropean Officers 
and Men of the Zudian Forces of Her Majesty. in ordor to Jacilitate 
the Amalgamation of the said Forces with Her Majesty’s General 
Forces: And whoreas cortain Paris of the said Conditions and 
Offers cannot be carried into Effect without the Anthority of 
Parliament: Be it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the Advice*and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the Authority of the samo, as follows:

23. I cannot observe that this one class of Officers have more 
claim to a relaxation of the rule in their favor than the other.

Srr,—Under instructions from Government, Tam desired to ac- 
quaint you that European Soldiers volunteering from the Indian 
to the Line Service will come under the rules of the latter Service 
as regards the rate of purchase money on discharge, as by volun- 
teering for General Service a Soldier accepts all the conditions of 
Her Majesty’s British Service, except as regards pension, for which 
a special rule has been laid down. 


2. I am further to add that the rates of discharge purchase 
money in the British Servico being generally more favorably to the 
Soldier than those which obtamed in the Indian Service, the Bri- 
tish scale will therefore be adopted in the case of all Soldiers who 
have elected the Line; but that they will be allowed the option of 
claiming the Indian scale in the comparitively few cases in which 
it would be to their interest to do so.

2. Major Wyld’s reason for requesting that the General Order 
transferring him to the Staff Corps should be cancelled, ‘is stated to 
be, that your General Order of the 10th September last, No. 799,* 
publishing my Despatch, No.,296 of the 25th July, has materially 
altered the conditions, as previously understood in India, under 
which an Officer of Her Majesty's Indian Army was permitted to 
enter the Stafi Corps, it now appearing that the Officers of that 
Corps will be denied the privileges as to retirement on pension of 
the rank attained after twenty-two years’ service, conferred in the 
Government Regulation of 1796. 


3. As the formation of Staff Corps is not to be considered com- 
plete until after the 22nd October, 1861, you would have been per- 
fectly justified in cancelling Major Wyld’s appointment to that 
Corps at his request, subject to my approval. You have, however, 
considered it necessary (the appointment and consequent promotion 
having been reported for my approval) to transmit the application 
for my consideration and orders. 


4, You observe, in paragraph 5, that whatever may have been 
this Officer’s intention as to availing himsel€ of' the priviloges of 
the Regulations of 1796, there is 1eason to believe that many Officers 
have joined the Staff Corps on the undorstanding that this privilege 

. Would be available to them, and you add, they were fully justified 
in that expectation. 


5. ITadmit that the words of the 9th paragraph of the 3rd 
Claufe of the Royal (Staff Corps) Warrant are susceptible of the 
erroneous interprelation which some Officers have thus placed 
upon it, * 


6, The intentions of Hor Majesty’s Government upon this point 
however, were clearly explained in my Despatch, No. 296, dated 
26th July last. 


7. Tt was there stated (paragraph 3) that @ficers of the Indian 
Army, who might, at the time of joining the Staff Corps, have 
acquired, under the Regulations of 1796, the right of retiring on 
the pension of their rank, would be allowed to retire on the pousion 
of the rank, which they then held, whenover they might subse- 
quently retire. It was added, that “the right of retiring on the 
pension of the rank they hold at the date of joining the Stadt Corps 
‘will preserve to local Officers, who havo been fortunate in their 
promotion, the henofit of the rate of pension thay may have acquir- 
ed by their previous service in the Army.” 


8. I pointed out, on the othor hand, in paragraph 6, the undue 
advantage that would be given,to Officers of the Staff Corps, if it 
were conceded that they should be entitled fo claim the pension ad 
cording to rank, in respect of rank obtained in the Staff Corps.

11. They kept in view the double object of maintaining for the 
Officers of Her Majesty’s Indian Forces, who remained in that 
service, the advantages they had enjoyod under its established 
Regulations, and at the same time they offerod inducements to 
experienced and efficient Officers to pass into Corps organized for 
special service in that country, by holding out to them certain ad- 
vantages that were made to attend thg transfer and continuance of 
their services to, and with those Corps.

Further promotion was secured to thom in a 
manner in which it had never been secured to them before, and the 
scale and conditions of pension, according to the Rules of 1836 
(considered, when granted, as a great boon to the Indian <Arnics,) 
were adopted and introduced among the Regulations of the Staff 
Corps.

18. The effoct of the further concession which you now recom- Pension. 

mend would be to give to Officers of the Indian Army, who may 
join the Staff Corps, in addition to the advantages already secured 
to them by the Staff Gorps Warrant, which are many and great, thie 
further privilege of claiming the retiring pension of Major or a 
Lieutenant-Colonel, in all cases, two (2) years sooner than other 
Officers of the Staff Corps could claim them, two (2) years sooner 
than they themselves could have claimed them under the Regula- 
tions 0£ 1886, or “CXcept upon rare and uncertain coutingencies, 
under those of 17986. 


14, This privilege, if conceded at all, must be allowed to every

15. In the 13th paragraph of your Despatch, you observa that Retirement.

others who have actually joined the Corps have done so under the 
belicf that under the terms of the Royal Warrant they would in the 
course of three or four yehrs acquire tho right to retire on the pon- 
sion of Major or Lieutenant-Colonel.

20. You are authorized also to cancel the appointment to the 
Staff Corps ofall Officers who may make application to you for 
this purpose, stating that they have been misled on this point.

R. BE, G. C. 0., No. 462, 1st July.—Wrn the view of giving 
practical effect to the amalgamation of the officers of the late Indian 
Corps with the Royal Engineers, His Royal Highness the General 
Commanding-in-Chief, with the concurrence of the Secretaries of 
State for War and for India, is pleased to direct thata copy of 
a Memorandum, setting forth the conditions of service in India and 
out o£ India respectively, shall be supplied to every Officor of the 
Corps, and that the following Regulations shall be published for 
general information. ° 


1. Until further orders, the Hngineer duties in India will be 
furnished, as far as possible, by Faginoor Officers of thé late Indian 
Service, and by Officers volunteering from thd@ Corps at large. 
But Officers are liable to be ordered to India as to any other ‘station. 


2, Officers of the Royal Engineers desirous of serving - India 
will transmit their names to the Deputy Adjutant-General, Royal 
Engineers, Torso Guards, by whom a special roster of Officers 
volunteoring for Indian Service will be kept. 


8. Officers of the late Indian Corps who may wish to serve 
permanently out of India, must submit their applications through 
their respective Oommanding Officers to the Adjutant-General of 
the Army in Tndia, by whom thoy will be forwarded, with such 
remarks a% Ilis Hixcellency the Commander-in-Chiof may think 
proper, 1o the Seerctary to Government in the Military Department. 


The application, if sanctioned by the Government of India, will

2. It seems somewhat anomalous, you observe, that an Artillery 
Officer holding the command of a Native Battery, which may be 
looked upon as purely ArtiHery duty, should enter the Staff Corps 
for such command. Morcover you state it might be difficult to find 
suitable employment for such an Officer in the Staff Corps when 
he attained the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel or Colonel. 
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8 The 69th para. of the General Order of the 10th April, 
1861, held out the promise of appointment to the Staff Corps,to 
Officers serving with Irregular and Local Corps, but I cannot 
withhold from an Artillery Officer, so serving, the benefit of joining 
the Staff Corps on its formation, allowed to Officers of Cavalry and 
Infantry performing similar duties. Tho previous decision on the 
subject must therefore be adhered to. » 


4, For the future, however, I am’ of opinion that all service 
with Irregular Batteries must be assigned to Artillery Officors, and 
held to be Regimental service ; and that Officers, thus employed, 
are not to be looked upon as engaged on Staff duty.

That an Officer having taken shorter leaves of absence as a Staff 
Officer (six months on private affairs, fifteen or twenty months on 
sick certificate) with retention of appointment, may take a second

The Regulations under which leave of absence is to be 
granted to Officers of the new Brigades of Artillery and new Line 
Regiments. 


2, The application of the Furlough Rules in determining the 
claims of these Officers to Pension. - 


8. In regard to the first @f these points, it was determined, in 
reply to No. 79 of the published quostion,* that Olficors of the 
new Line Regiments of Cavalry and Infantry would be under Her 
Majesty's Regulations generally. 

4, They would be therefore nocessarily under the new Furlough 
Rules, while their Corps remained in India in the senso in which 
Officers of Her Majesty's Regiments serving in India are under those 
Rules, ri 


5. The same applies to the Officers of Artillery. 


6. As these Officera ware thus brought under the Regulations 
of Iler Majesty’s Service as regards leave, it followed that leave 
should be granted according torthe practice obtaining in the British 
service ; but you wera informed in my Despatch, No, 291, of the 
id4th August, 1862, that in order that the claims of these Officers 
to Indian Pension might be duly ascertained and recorded, J. had 
suggested to Ilis Royal Highness the Field Marshal Commanding-in- 
Chief that exchanges, casualties, leave of absence (under the Indian 
Regulations), and other circumstances affecting the interests and 
claims of the Officers in question, should be communicated to this 
Office, or to the Governments in India as the case might be. 


7. It-was intended by this Rule, not that the Governments of 
the several Presidencies in India should grant leave to Oflicers of 
these Regiments, as heretofore, when they belonged io the Local 
Service, but that the Commander-in-Chicf should communicate to 
the Governmont all cases of such leave, with a view to the deter- 
mination of thoir claims to Pension. , 


8. On the same occasion I informod you, with reference to 
the Officers of Hngineors, that, as the Governments in India had 
rotained a prior claim to their services, it would be necessary that 
the grant of leave of absence, in their case, should be regulated by 
the practice then in force, and that no change should be made in 
this respect. 

9. Wath! regard to the application of the Furlough Rules to a 
consideration of claims to Pension on the part of Officers of Artillery 
and Engineers and new Line Regiments, you have justly observed 
that, under all cireumsténces, the Rules, as to the service required for 
Pension, will be tomplied with, that is, that no time passed on 
leave beyond the amount sanctioned by the Furlough Regulations 
will count as service towards Pension, 


10. In this respect, thavefore, the position of these Officers will 
remain unaltered by their transfer to the British Army. 


11, The amount of leave to be deducted from their service for 
Pension will depend on the Furlough Rules which they may—heve

A Military Officer in Civil employ on loave, either in India 
or in England, shall draw precisely the pay which he would ho enti- 
tled to draw under the Military Leave Rules, except when on pri- 
vilege leave as hereafter specially provided. ' 

Such pay shall be provided from the Civil Departinent excepting 
only in cases where the nllowances so drawn would exceod the on- 
tive Civil pay of tho appointment, when tho excess will be paid by 
the Military Department. The Staff salary of any Officer shall 
be held to be the difference betweon the Indian pay and allowances 
of his rank, and the full salary of his permanent apppointment. 

84. Wor the Acting Oficor your Government proposed the 
following Rules :-— ’ 

A Military Oticar acting for'another in Civil employ shall draw 
deputation allowance under tho rule by which the allowance is 
granted to Covenanted Civil Sorvants. 

If the Officor bo in Military Staff employ, such deputation al- 
lowance will be given in addition to his Military pay and allow- 
ances, plus half the Staff pay of his substantive appointment. 

If the Officer hold no substantive Staff appointment, Civil or ” 
Military, it will be given in addition to his Military pay and al- 
lowances. q 

A Military Officer in Civil employ performing the duties of his 
substantive appointment, and at the same time officiating in another, 
8 entitled 10 his substantive salary, and jn addition to a deputation 
llowance of 20 and 10 per cent. on the Stalf salary of the ap- 
ointment in which he is officiating, provided the pay of the sub- 
tantive appointmont with the addition of the deputation allowance 

oes nok exceed the pay of the higher appointment. 


atapcectt meaiestetigy om, 
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A subordinate acting for his principal or for any other Officer 
at the same Station is not entitled to deputation allowance for the 
first month while so acting, unless he is required to act on two oc- 
casions within a brief period (say twelve months), in which case 
he draws deputation allowance for the whole period during which 
he may have held the appointment in excess of one month as if he 
had acted continuously. . 


A Military Officer proceeding from one Civil appointment to 
another shall be allowed to draw, during the authorized period 
of transit, out of the salary of the office he is about to join, a sum 
equal to that of his previous situation. This Rule to be preceded 
by an Order making the Civil Rules for joining time applicable to 
Military Officers in Civil employ. 

A, Military Officer in Civil employ can take three months’ cumnu- 
lative privilege leave (under the Civil Rules only), but he must 
earn it by thirty-three months’ continuous service in the Civil 
Department alone. 


35. These several Rules are approved of.

Para—238. T have given much and careful consideration to 


these proposals. 

24, Iam of opinion that the salarics attached to these Regimen- 
tal appointments should be such as to place them at least on a foot- 
ing of equality with the average of the Staff appointments com- 
monly held by Officers of similar rank and standing in the Service, 
and while they should not be so far superior to the latter as to in- 
duce those to seek them whose natural tastes and qualifications 
might not otherwise incline them to this important branch of the 
Service, it is important, on the other hand, that young Officers, 
who, on first joining the’ Staff Corps, will frequently be employed 
with Native Troops, should not, if naturally fitted for Military 
Service, be tempted to relinquish it by the attraction of superior 
emoluments of other Staff employment. 


25. With these principles in view, and making due allowance 
for the advantages enjoyed by Staff Corps Officers in regard to 
promotion, and the comparatively early period at which they will 
attain the pay of the higher ranks, I am willing to sanction the 
scale of Staff allowances proposed by your Government for the 
Officers serving in different capacities with Native Regiments, which, 
though liberal, will probably not be found excessive. 


26. Inthe case of the Regimental Adjutant, however, it ap- 
pears desirable that an Offico Establishment should be prescribed, 
which should be maintained and paid upon Abstract supported by 
the usual Muster Rolls. 

27. LT learn from your Despaich No. 10, dated 3rd January, 
1863, that you have complated tha Native Regiments in Bengal to 
six regularly attached and paid European Officers, exclusive of the 
Medical Officers as annownced in your General Order of tha 12th 
December, 1862,* it being distinctly understood that the appoint- 
ments made under that decision are held subject to such modifica- 
tions as may be found necessary on receipt of my further instrue- 
tions on the general question, and that you have authorized the 
Government of Bombay to extend the rule to such Regiments in 
that Presidency as are formed and officered according to the new 
organization, 

28. I approve of these proceedings and shall await the result of 
your reference to the Government of Madras upon the introdugtion 
of the new systom, into the Army of that Presidency. 

29. The scale “of salaries now sanctioned will be brought into 
operation and made to apply in all cases where there is no reduc- 
tion in the present aggregate salary on tha payment due on the 
Ist of the month succeeding the receipt of this Order. 


30. Reductions of salaries effected by this Order are not to he 
made to affect present permanent incumbents, or those who are
